“ displayed is acquiescence in the inevitable, 
“ combined with forebodings concerning the

This year 
Great Britain's Naval Estimates amount.to 
no less then 235,800,000, showing aon in- 
ereare of nearly three and a quarter millions 
sterling as compared with those of Jast year.
